CHEAPER GASOLINE. 


The following paragraph from a 


New York paper,, is of interest to 
automobile owners, and indicates that 
the Standard Oil company has compe- 
tition near home. 
-. "About.150 men were present at the 
annual banquet 
of the New York 


Garage .association •• Tuesday evening 
at the Wurzburger Haufbrau 
Broad- 


way "and 'Eighty-third' street. 
This 


group was composed of members of 
the association, automobile 
owners, 


representatives of automobile 
com- 


panies, accessory concerns and inde- 
pendent oil refiners. 
Following the 


banquet, speeches were made urging 
co-operation in a fight for cheaper 
gasoline. 


"Judge Alfred E. Ommen stated that 


the only way the automobile, men 
could hope to find relief from the pre- 
vailing prices would be to work in 
large numbers against the 'oil mon- 
opoly.' He declared that the advance 
prices not only .affected garage men, 
and automobile owners, but also the 
car-makers 
and 
supply 
companies. 


He sa'id that people already 
con- 


sidered the cost of gasoline as a large 
item in the expenses of running a car 
and that if prices climb higher, n, fall- 
ing oft in the demand must be looked 
for. 
Mr. Ommen said that in New 


York state this situation affects a few 
hundred thousand men connected in 
various ways with the automobile in- 
dustry. It will be necessary, he de- 
clared, i'or all men of the state, and 
if possible throughout the country, in- 
terested in the automobile industry to 
form a concrete body to fight against 
the 'oil monopoly.' 
, 


"Another proposition was put be- 


fore the body by Robert Baker, vice- 
president of the Hydro-Carbon Prod- 
ucts Sales Co.. and formerly congress- 
man from Brooklyn. 
This concern, 


which uses the Turner process of re- 
fining, is backed by Chas. W. Cannon 
& Co. Mr. Baker declared that his 
company was ready to close a con- 
tract to supply the New York garage 
men with as high as 20,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline a. year, delivery to 
begin in August, at a cost of from 10 
to 12 cents a gallon. 
This compares 


with 17 cents now charged by the 
leading oil companies. 


"A committee is now considering 


this offer and when the deal is closed, 
as it probably wil be, work will im- 
mediately be started on a new re- 
linery by the Hydro-Carbon Co. in the 
vicinity of Bayonne, N. .T. 
The con-
